Mass polio immunization of 
M a rin ’s 
first and seco n d 
graders, previously scheduled to 
begin Monday, has been post­ 
poned for perhaps a week, an­ 
nounced Dr. Carolyn Albrecht, 
Marin Health Officer. 
Adopting a “wait and see 
attitude,” Dr. Albrecht said, 
“we are delaying final judg­ 
ment on the polio vaccination 
program until the health officers 
of the state have had a chance to 
meet and discuss the problems 
among themselves.” 
Today and tomorrow Dr. Al­ 
brecht is attending the conference 
of local health officers in Berke­ 
ley.

health department and directors 
of the Marin County Medical So­ 
ciety.

Health Officer Asks Bart Trial 
Dogs Be Vaccinated Topped All 
In Expense 
Potential danger of rabies in 
Marin County always exists, and 
the problem can reach serious 
proportions if the 
disease ever 
takes hold in the county’s dog 
population. 
Dr. Carolyn 
Albrecht, 
county 
health officer, issued this warn­ 
ing amid increasing reports of 
dog bite victims and a demand 
this week by the Rcss Town Coun­ 
cil 
for stricter enforcement of 
dog impoundment ordinances. 
Dr. 
Albrecht 
reiterated 
the 
health department’s plea, urging 
all pet owners to have their ani­ 
mals vaccinated. 
She said the 
voluntary response to vaccinations 
has been good and that one pri­ 
vate veterinarian 
reported 
that 
about 60 per cent of dog owners 
in his neighborhood had come in 
for voluntary vaccinations. 
DANGER 
EXISTS 
No Marin resident has thus far 
been bitten by a rabid animal, 
but there is always this danger, 
especially since it is a known fact 
that Marin had rabid wildlife. 
Four rabid skunks have been re­ 
ported this year, two in San An- 
selmo, and one each in Nicasio 
and at Camp Taylor. 
If rabies does spread into the 
dog population, the danger would 
become serious because Marin has 
poor control over its dogs, the 
health officers said. Figures com­ 
piled by the health department 
show that 221 persons have been 
bitten by dogs up to May 1 this 
year as compared with the 165 
during the corresponding period 
last year. A total of 515 were vic­ 
timized during all of 1954. 
DEFINITE RISE 
Some of the increase could be 
attributable to better reporting 
of dog bites by the citizens, but 
Dr. Albrecht sees a definite rise 
in number of cases during the 
first five months of this year. 
Some dog bites have resulted in 
surgery and serious injury, but 
sone so far have been rabid types. 
The Ross Town

funds to the Humane Society so 
that the number of dog catchers 
can be increased to “protect the 
lives of our children.” 
The letter from the council re­ 
ported that in a comparatively 
short time, three children and one 
teacher had been bitten by dogs 


in Ross, with one child suffering 
severe lacerations on the face that 
may leave permanent scars.

Marin County paid out in actual 
cash about $16,700 in the Bart 
Caritativo murder trial, the mast 
ever spent by the county for the 
trial of a single accused person. 
This represents about 17 cents 
paid by every man, woman and 
child in the county to bring the 
Stinson Beach houseboy to justice. 
Caritativo, given the death sen­ 
tence for the murder of Camille 
Malmgren and Joseph Banks at 
Sea Downs resort last September, 
is confined to Death Row in San 
Quentin pending automatic appeal 
to the state Supreme Court. 
A more expensive criminal case 
was the conviction of San Quen­ 
tin inmates Eugene Burwell and 
James Rogers back in 1952. The 
two, 
convicted 
of 
killing 
two 
guards, are scheduled to die this 
month. That trial cost a total of 
$26.356, all of which has been 
since 
reimbursed 
by 
the 
state. 
Cost of this trial involved two de­ 
fendants, and the $26,356 includes 
$9,500 paid for a defense counsel 
because in those days Marin had 
no public defender. 
In the Caritativo trial, Public 
Defender Leonard Thomas served 
as 
a public official doing 
his 
regular duty, and cost of his serv­ 
ices is not computed as part of 
the trial expenses. 
Here is the unofficial computa­ 
tion of the cost of the Caritativo 
trial: 
Jury fees—$3,168. This includes 
expenses for the 12 jurors picked, 
two alternate jurors, and the more 
than 100 veniremen on the origin­ 
al panel. 
Court reporters—$5,237. 
Witnesses—$6,141. The big ma­ 
jority of this went to handwriting 
expert John L. Harris of Los An­ 
geles, who asked for $4.900 and 
got paid $4,500 after Dist. Atty. 
W. O. Weissich negotiated for a 
reduction. All expert witnesses got 
about $100 per day. Lay witnesses 
are not paid. 
Judge Ben V. Curler of Lassen 
County, who presided during the 
two-month trial—$1,653. 
Miscellaneous 
cost—$578. 
This 
includes cost of photographs, med­ 
ical laboratory tests, and investi­ 
gator Donald Midyett’s trips. 
The total comes to $16,770.

new defense funds.

The recommended new money,

wrould give the Defense Depart­ 
ment $43,081,000,000 to spend dur­ 
ing the bookkeeping year starting 
next July 1 if the House and Sen­ 
ate go along. 
That budget, the committee said 
in a formal report wTitten by Rep.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
INTIM IDATING THE KIDS 
Marin And Redwood Empire 
Should Seek More Tourists 


At one time or another many of us have 
wondered whether the Redwood Empire 
Association reallv justifies its existence. 


W e know that its declared purpose is to 
attract tounst business to the Redwood Em ­ 
pire, comprised of coastal counties from San 
Francisco to Oregon. And in this connection 
it! performs some legislative lobbying on 
behalf of road 
and * other 
improvement 
appropriations. 


But 
upon occasion we have wondered 
whether the association wasn’t more intent 
on intrenching itself and its paid staff than 
it was intent on furthering its stated aims. 
O ur wondering undoubtedly was motivated 
in large part by our doubts that the “tourist 
dollar” was worth pursuing. 


If ever you have any doubts about the 
worth of pursuing the tourist dollar, all you 
have to do is pav a visit to the Hawaiian 
islands and observe the workings of the 
Hawaii Visitors Bureau. 


Jn a relatively few short years they have 
more than tripled the num ber of visitors 
who annually trek by ship and plane to the 
“paradise of the Pacific.” 


Jn the next couple of years, they hope to 
boost the annual total to 140,000 so that the 
3.400 hotel rooms—built and under construc­ 
tion—at W aikiki beach will be filled most of 
the year around, with tourists. 


Now if each of these rooms is occupied by 
a vacationing couple that spends, say, §25 
per day for food, clothing, shelter and enter­ 
tainm ent (a most conservative figure), that 
means §85,000 per day is being spent by 
tourists. T his amounts to more than §30,- 
000,000 per year. 


N o wonder that tourists now are the 
islands' fourth largest “industry” after (1) 
defense spending, (2) sugar cane, and (3) 
pineapple. H appily for the islands’ economy, 
the tourist business seems to be growing 
about as fast as sugar cane and pineapple 
hrcome has declined. 


W ith o u t disparaging the Hawaiian Islands’ 
wholly-deserved reputation as an ideal vaca­ 
tion spot, it can nonetheless be said that the 
Redwood Em pire has just as many and just 
as; good tourist attractions as do the H aw ai­ 
ian Islands. 
T h e only difference is that Hawaii has 
done a m uch better job of attracting tourists. 
W e don’t m ean to sav that the Redwood 


HAL BOYLE'S C O L U M N 


Empire Association has not done everything 
that should and could be done. 
T he difference is much greater than that. 
It is more a matter of exploitation of the 
tourist attractions. Take for instance the 
m onum ent at Kealakekua Bay, on the island 
of Hawaii, which marks the spot where Capt. 
Cook conducted the first English language 
religious services in the Hawaiian islands 
about 1790. 
It is a stop on the route of the sightseeing 
limousines and it is the occasion of a spiel 
by the driver-guidcs, to the tourists. 
Now in Marin County we have a m onu­ 
ment that marks the site where Sir Francis 
Drake conducted the first English language 
religious services in all the western hemis­ 
p h ere-m o re than 200 years before Capt. 
Cook's discovery of the Sandwich Islands, 
now called Hawaii. 
But in M arin hardly anybody knows that 
the m onum ent exists, much less exploiting 
it as one more tourist attraction. 
We have in M arin, for another instance, 
the site of “ the only battle in the Bear Flag 
W ar.” B ut it isn’t even marked. In Hawaii, 
by contrast, you can’t ride very far in a sight­ 
seeing car before your driver guide points 
out the site of some obscure battle in the 
conquest of the islands by King Kame- 


hameha. 
T h e num ber of comparative instances is 
endless. T he situation in each is that while 
the Hawaii “ tourists’ paradise” has exploited 
each point of interest, we have done too little 
about too few of ours. 
And lest anybody wonder if the tourist 
dollar does anybody any good, lei us note 
that the restaurants, hotels and sightseeing 
tour operators aren’t the only people to re­ 
ceive the benefits of this source of income. 
Anything that can be said about the advan­ 
tages of bringing new industry and payrolls 
to a community can just as correctly be said 
about bringing the tourist “industry” to an 
area. 


O ur Redwood Empire Association’s effort 
to attract tourists deserves the same enthusi­ 
astic support that we are giving our M arin 
Development Foundation effort to attract 
industry and payrolls. And just as we find 
we need to do some local spadework in order 
to attract new industry, we also need to do 
some local spadework to exploit our points 
of interest in order to attract more tourists 
to M arin County and the Redwood Empire. 


Parents Of 13 Sons Don't See Why 


Poverty Should Cause Delinquency 


bTEW YORK (JP) —The par­ 
ents of what is believed to be 
thè nation’s largest all-boy fam ­ 
ily don’t see why poverty should 
cause juvenile delinquency. 
Emory and Thelma Harrison, 
a farm couple who 
live 
near 
Johnson City, Tenn., 
have 
13 
sons ranging in stepladder style 
down from 21-year-old Guy to 
Ivan, an infant of three weeks. 
Money poor all his life, H ar­ 
rison said his children “never 
caused us a speck of trouble,” 
arid explained why: 
«It’s the way we raised them. 
We raised them to obey us, never 
to bother anybody, and never to 
pick up anything that belonged 
to anybody else. 


“IF THEY NEED a spanking, 
they get it. But they don’t need 
it often. Each has his chores— 
one feeds the hogs corn, one 
feeds them slops, one does the 
milking. Some dry the dishes, 


some cut wood, some carry it 
in. 
“They all help each other. The 
big boys are just as crazy about 
the new baby as my wife and 
me are. 
“There never was a child born 
but what there was a bite made 
to fill its mouth with—but there 
have been fathers and mothers 
too trifling 
to 
fill 
a 
child’s 
mouth. 


“WHEN WE HAD one child 
we just lived. When we had six 
children we lived. Now we got 
13—and we’re still living.”

I didn’t have anything at all— 
only a woman”—Mrs. Harrison 
glanced up with a shy smile— 
“and maybe 75 cents in my pock­ 
et. I earned only $2 the first week 
we were m arried.” 


AFTER YEARS of struggling 
labor, during whicji he some­ 
times had to go out after his 
day’s work and cut wood to trade 
it for groceries, Harrison was 
able with the help of a friend 
to buy a 72-acre hill farm. 


The farm has 
2 
horses, 3 
cows, 225 chickens, 6 or 8 hogs, 
a large vegetable garden. The 
cash crops are wheat, corn and 
tobacco. 


“We don’t spend more than 
$13 to $14 a week for food,” H ar­ 
rison said. “We raise the rest. 


“I don’t believe our medical 
bills have been more than $50 
all told since we were married, 
not counting the cost of getting 
the boys born. 


“If they get a cold I just mix 
up some hog lard, turpentine and 
kerosene, rub it on their c h e st- 
then turn ’em off barefooted. We 
don’t pay no attention ’em not 
wearing shoes.’*

Teachers Fight Tenure Reform 


Proposed By School Board Assn. 


SACRAMENTO 
(CNS) — A 
man-sized battle between Cali­ 
fornia school trustees and the 
California Teachers Assn. is un­ 
der way in the state Legislature 
over AB 2600, a measure by As­ 
semblyman LeRoy Lyon changing 
the provisions of the teachers’ 
tenure law. 
The Lyon bill is endorsed by 
the California School Board As­ 
sociation, an organization for­ 
merly known as the California 
School Trustees Assn. 
Simply 
stated, the measure proposes that 
the requirement of a superior 
court trial for dismissal of a 
teacher shown to be unfit and 
incompetent be repealed, and 
that the standard procedure of 
t h e 
California 
administrative 
procedure act be substituted. 


UNDER THE proposed change, 
the teacher still would retain all 
rights of appeal to the courts, 
but the trustees, in filing charges, 
would file them with the state 
administrative body. 
The association has made a 
survey, and claims th at about 
435 of the 90.000 teachers in Cali­ 
fornia are “denying some 12,000 
students in 
their 
charge 
the 
proper training and education.” 
Presumably, these would be the 
teachers who under tenure would 
be involved if the measure passes. 
From all indications, however, 
the Lyon bill never will get out 
of committee. One member said 
that the Assembly committee on 
education, to which all educa­ 
tional bills are referred, is all 
set to kill the bill when it is 
brought up for discussion. 


THUS, THE influence of the 
California Teachers Assn. wrhich 
maintains a strong and powerful 
lobby in Sacramento, is seen. In 
a release issued by the associa­ 
tion, Miss Jennie Sessions of In­ 
glewood, chairman of the tenure 
committee 
of 
the 
association, 
claims that the school board as­ 
sociation is acting contrary to 
official stands taken against the 
bill by many boards of education. 
She 
points out 
that 
many 
boards have voted to remain neu­ 
tral in the fight, rather than to 
support the “anti-tenure” meas­ 
ure. She attacks the bill as “an 
un-American procedure, in which 
the governing board of a school 
district wishing 
to 
dismiss 
a 
teacher, ■would be accuser, judge 
and Jury.” 


THE TEACHER S tenure law, 
like civil service, is a step to­ 
ward the socialistic state, and 
many legislators, although they 
will not say so openly, are high­ 
ly disgusted with both and the 
protection they 
give 
incompe­ 
tents. Any legislator who voiced 
an open opinion on the abolition 
of tenure would be in serious 
danger of defeat at the next 
election, due to the potent pow:er 
of the California Teachers Assn. 
and the teachers. 


This power was clearly demon­ 
strated a couple of years ago 
when the Teachers Association 
levied assessments on the teach­ 
ers of the state, obtained signa­ 
tures 
by 
having 
petitions 
in 
schools during Public 
Schools 
Week, spent thousands of dollars 
on a campaign, and wound up 
passing the increased average 
daily attendance measure, which 
now is resulting in bills for new 
taxes. 


People in private employment 
have no assurance they will be 
permitted to retain their jobs if 
their work isn’t up to par, and it 
appears somewhat ludicrous that 
more than 400 teachers said to 
be unfit should be given public 
protection in their jobs.

Walter George Emerges As Most 


Important Figure In U. S. Congress 


WASHINGTON—Who would you 
say is the Preeminent Figure in 
the United States Congress to­ 
day? 
Would it be Rep. Sam Ray­ 
burn, 
the 
shrewd, 
respected 
Speaker of the House? Or Sen. 
Lyndon Johnson, the able, m al­ 
leable leader of the Democratic 
majority? Or. Sen. W i l l i a m 
Knowland, the earnest, lone-wolf 
Senate Republican leader who 
sometimes speaks for the Ad­ 
ministration. 


IF YOU NAME any of these, 
you will at least be going against 
the majority judgment of the 
Washington press corps. 
Their almost unanimous judg­ 
ment today is th at the single 
most powerful, most influential 
person in the whole legsilative 
branch of the government is Sen. 
Walter F. George, the veteran 
Georgia Democrat, who accepted 
the chairmanship of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee to 
President Eisenhower’s g r e a t 
satisfaction. 


SENATOR GEORGE is today 
proving himself to be a more 
positive force than any of the 
other preeminent Senators of the 
past quarter century. 
He is far more powerful con­ 
structively, say, than Sen. Wil­ 
liam Borah, who was largely a 
negativist and who in his implac­ 
able isolationism stood astride

George 
is the second most powerful and 
most influential man in Wash­ 
ington—second only to the Presi­ 
dent himself. 


WHEN THIS session of Con­ 
gress began last January, Mr. 
George wras the ranking Demo- 


cratic member of both the Sen­ 
ate Finance Committee and the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee. He could be chairman of 
either one.

In domestic legislation it is 
probable that no single Senator 
was as influential in helping the 
President defeat the quickie, pre­ 
mature $20-for-everybody tax cut 
as Mr. George.

M ennen W illiams of M ichigan said 
today “the Democratic party has 
plenty of candidates” qualified for 
the presidency w hether Adlai E. 
Stevenson seeks the 
nom ination 
again. 
Williams, who previously 
had 
said Stevenson looked like a shoo- 
in. for th e 1956 nom ination, said 
in an interview he didn’t w ant to 
single out now any of the potential 
candidates. 
■Gov. Allan Shivers of Texas said 
yesterday he still opposes Steven­ 
son. Democratic N ational Com­ 
m itteem an C arm ine de Sapio of 
N£w York indicated he is luke­ 
warm toward the form er Illinois 
governor Tvho lost to 
President 
Eisenhower. The governors yester­ 
day discussed 1956 cam paign plans 
at; a closed session which N ational 
C hairm an Paul M. B utler said pro­ 
duced “no dissent” to the idea 
th a t the Democrats would win the 
W hite House next year. 
B utler said the Democrats plan 
to attack w hat he called “the in ­ 
decisive leadership of the Eisen­ 
hower adm inistration.” 
De Sapio said he told the gover- 
. nors the party ought to “go after 
Eisenhower rath er th an the people 
of second ra n k ” in the adm inis­ 
tration. 
As for his own party, De Sapio 
said he doesn’t think “any Demo­ 
crat should play coy or have to 
be drafted to serve as the party’s 
nom inee.” 
Stevenson has been silent about 
his plans. De Sapio called the nom ­ 
ination race 
wide open” a t this 
point, indicating he m ay seek to 
hold New Y ork’s 94-vote conven­ 
tion delegation for Gov. Averell 
H arrim an. H arrim an has said he 
is for Stevenson. 


WASHINGTON (A*) — A 73-13 
Senate victory for President Ei­ 
senhower’s foreign trade bill to­ 
day assured him of the first new 
tariff-cutting powers 
granted

chief executive in 10 years. 
The bill passed by the Senate 
last night, now goes to conference 
with the House to resolve differ­ 
ences. But the two versions both 
contain the key provisions sought 
by the President. 
Thus he is assured of a three- 
year extension of the Reciprocal 
Trade Act to June 30, 1958, plus 
new authority to reduce tariffs in 
5 per cent stages in each year of 
the extension.

And th a t fine extem ­ 
poraneous speech was read off a 
teleprom pter 
beyond 
c a m e r a 
range.” 


The 
Oregon 
Democrat, 
who 
scorns the use of a toupee on his 
own th in thatch, proposed a bill 
today 
to inform TV 
audiences 
when a political candidate is re­ 
lying on makeup or teleprompters. 


The 42-year-old freshm an sena­ 
tor said he wanted “to elim inate 
elements of the theatrical and the 
synthetic from our national polit­ 
ical life.” 


He 
said 
a 
teleprom pter—the 
gimmick used at the 1952 political 
conventions, and in wide use on TV 
today—“exists 
for 
one 
specific 
purpose—to 
enable 
a 
candidate 
to read a speech while giving his 
viewers the definite impression he 
isn’t reading it.” 


Teleprom pter is a device for roll­ 
ing a speech, typed in inch-high 
letters, across a speaker’s view. 


His bill would not fbroid the use 
of teleprom pters or “idiot boards” 
—lettered panels held up out of 
cam era range—but would tell the 
audience about them. 


Neuberger deplored a tendency 
in politics “to substitute play-act­ 
ing for reality, to try to make 
men seem to be something which 
they are not. This may be all right j 
for the theater. It isn’t all right 
when it comes to selecting who 
shall govern this great free n a ­ 
tion.”

Suicide Threat Often 


Really Appeal For Help 


FBI Training School Opens 
Monday For Marin Lawmen 


By DELOS SMITH 
N E W Y O R K (U.R)— A world au­ 
thority on why people k ill them ­ 
selves knows one thing for sure— 
“ preventable suicides do occur.” 


“ They occur,” continued I. R . C. 
Batchelor, ‘because either the doc­ 
tor or the relatives or both feel 
sure that, knowing the patient to 
have been a decent and trust­ 
worthy person, a suicidal attem pt 
was not to be expected. 


“ Bu t suicide is no respecter of 
persons. Almost any nervous or 
m ental illness, at any age, may 
lead to a suicide attem pt.” And, 
he added, “ at least one-third of 
those who attem pt suicide have 
threatened suicide.”

and relatives; these threats may 
be “ cries for help.” The threat- 
ener needs treatm ent to solve the 
buried troubles inside his mind. 
The usual forerunners of suicide 
are depression and insomnia. A ll 
depressions— even those for which 
there are obvious reasons— “ carry 
a suicide risk.” 


“Particu larly 
dangerous 
are 
those who blame themselves, who 
express feelings of intense shame 
and guilt and failure, and who say 
that 
their 
continued 
existence 
would be burdensome for those 
they love,” he said. 
The physician who discharges a 
would-be suicide from observation 
as soon as he has recovered phys­ 
ically, is guilty of “ m alpractice,” 
Batchelor asserted. 
“ Sometimes the patient is asked 
first to promise that he w ill not 
attem pt suicide again. This prom­ 
ise, if given, is usually valueless. 
It may reassure the doctor but 
it does nothing to safeguard the 
patitnt, who can no more control 
his self-destructive impulses than 
the sufferer from an acute ap­ 
pendicitis his pain.” 
Batchelor is deputy physician- 
superintendent of the Royal Ed in ­ 
burgh Hospital for M ental and 
Nervous Disorders. He was lec­ 
turing general practitioners in the 
B ritish M edical Journal.

Seeking to lessen and eventual­ 
ly to elim inate the stigma long as­ 
sociated w ith the word “ epilepsy,” 
the B a y Area Chapter of the C a li­ 
fornia Society for the W elfare of 
Epileptics is conducting its first 
public educational campaign 
in 
this area this month. 


According 
to 
Mrs. 
Virginia 
Johnson, E l Cerrito, president of 
the organization, attitudes of em­ 
ployers, teachers, 
c o-w o r k e r s, 
neighbors and others are the tar­ 
gets of the educational effort. 
“The social, educational and vo­ 
cational problems that beset the 
person w ith epilepsy make it clear 
that thousands of men, women 
and children are needlessly handi­ 
capped by a lack of public knowl­ 
edge and understanding of the dis­ 
ease,” Mrs. Johnson declared. “ As 
in a ll undertakings, an enlightened 
public is essential to the conquest 
of epilepsy.” 
“ G et the Ghost O ut of the Clos­ 
et,” the slogan of the drive for 
better understanding of the dis­ 
ease, points up the need for elim ­ 
inating the superstition and m ys­ 
tery which have obscured the facts 
about 
a 
disease 
which 
counts 
among its victim s one out of every 
200 persons in the United States. 
M rs. Johnson said the B a y Area 
epilepsy society is 
“ still in its 
youth” but during the first two 
years of its existence has devel­ 
oped a program of education and 
social therapy to aid and encour­

Carter Hails 
Decision On 
Hidden Mikes 
SAN FRA N C ISC O (U.F>) — C ali­ 
fornia 
Supreme 
Court 
Justice 
Jesse W. Carter of San Anselmo 
says last week’s decision outlawing 
evidence gained by planted micro­ 
phones will help preserve essential 
civil liberties. 


Carter 
made 
this 
statement 
Tuesday in a sneech to the Am eri­ 
can Civil Liberties Union. 
He 
voted with the 4 to 3 m ajority in 
the microphone ban and in a com­ 
panion case throwing out evidence 
gained through faulty warrants. 
In a sharp reply to the com­ 
ment of Asst. Atty. Gen. Clarence 
Linn that 
the ruling was the 
' Magna Carta of the crim inal,” 
Carter said: 


“ I am glad that the attorney 
general’s office has discovered the 
Magna Carta. Now I hope it -will 
discover the B ill of Rights.” 
He conceded that the ruling will 
make it a little more difficult to 
prosecute, but added if that were 
the major consideration, it would 
follow that the right against self­ 
incrimination and the jury system 
might well be abolished. 


This year a boy from Drama, 
Greece, has been attending Tam.
